Senator Sumner introduced a series of reao- 
lutions to-day, declaratory of the relations be- 
tween the United States and the territory once 
occupied by certain States, and now usurped 
by pretended governments without constitu 
tional or legal rigm. They are approved in 
principle by Seerctary Chase, and also by lead- 
ing Senators and other prominent Repu blicans 
in and out of Congress. In general terms 
they declare that the rebel States have com- 
mitted felo de ; that with their death as 
States, their pecnliar institutions, including 
that of slavery, have died also; and that, 
therefore, the United States constitute new 
gover ts over the territory which they 
onee oecupied, and that slavery can have no 
constitutional or legal existence there. 

Among the confirmations yesterday, were 
Quartermaster Dunlap and Commissary Ed- 
wards, of Illinois; Commissaries Kiasdit of 
Michigan, Adams of Kentucky, and Green and 
Heaton of Ohio. 

The rebels are erecting more fortifica- 
tions near Norfolk. They advertise im the 
Norfolk Day Book for one hundred laborera to 
work thereon. They are not particular wheth- 
er the applicants are freemen or slaves. 

Carl Schurz; our Minister at Madrid, now 
here, is of opinion that the Spanish Govera- 
ment are determined to re-occupy Mexico, and 
that France may indirectly aid her.

Reported Evacuation of Bowling

PREPARATIONS TO ATTACK FORT 
DONELSON. 
IN COMMAND. 


A force of the 2nd Illnols cavalry under 
Major Mudd, made a reconnoissance to-day ia 
the direction of Fort Donelson, An advance 
guard of some forty men, encountered a 
superior number of the robel cavalry about 
seven miles on the main road to Dover. Capt. 
Brink, ordnance officer, who accompanied 
the command, with Carson, were in the ad- 
vanee, and discovered the enemy and gave 
notice to our cavalry who were feeding some 
distance in the rear. The rebels advanced 
on our small force and gave them battle 
at across read. Some 20 more of our cavalry 
coming up to the assistance of our struggling 
little band, the enemy turned and took to 
flight with a loss of 5 killed and 23 prisoners, 
among whom was the captain of the rebel 
band. Our loss was 1 man wounded and 1 
borse killed. 

Gen. Grant and staff to-day, also made a re- 
connolssence to within 4 miles of Fort Donel- 
son, anda complete knowledge of the roads 
was obtained. 

The recounoitering transport steamer W. HI. 
Brown, in charge of Capt. Logan, aid to Gen. 
Grant, with Col. Riggins and Col. A. H. Mark- 
land, the military Mail Agent accompanying 
the army, made another trip to-day to the 
railroad bridge across the river at Danville, 
where a large quantity of army stores, wag- 
ons, hides, and numerous other artides of 
value were obtained. 

From all appearances in every direction 
from the Fort, the rebel retreat assumed a 
complete panic and stampede. At Danville 
the quarters of the troops gave evidence that 
they fled while in the act of preparing either 
dinner or supper. The cooking utensils con- 
tained the allowance of their morsel. Beds 
and cabin furniture were strewn about lu reck- 
less confusion, and terror and dismay seem to 
have filled the breasts of the occupants. 

An unfinished letter from a soldier to his 
sister, was found, dated the 6th, (the day of 
the battle) which stated that the 7th regiment 
left there the night previous for the fort, 
leaving every room for the conclusion that 
the actual force at this place on the day of the 
capture of this Fort was not less than 
12,000, 

Col. Markland, by order of Gen. Grant, took 
possession of eleven bags mall matter at Dan- 
ville and closed the office yesterday. 

Gen. Grant and staff visited Danville and 
took possession of a large amount of property 
of the same character as that taken to-day, 
besides the ferry steamer J. M. Martin, which 
was brought down tc this point. 

The bridge is a magnificent structure of 
about 1200 feet in length, besides about 400 
feet of trestle work. The piers of the spans, 
seme nine in number, are built of granite, and 
iu the strongest manner, The trestle work 
has been partially destroyed to prevent its 
being used by the rebels. 

RKeinforeements are arriving very rapidly. 
The 14th Iowa, the 13th Missouri, a battalion 
ef Birge’s sharpshodters, the 45d and 17th 
Uunols regiments, allrrived during last night 
and to-day.

It is said that there are still 
remains of a wall bullt nearly across the har 
bor of Rochelle, when that city was the 
stronghold of militant Protestantism in 
France, and as such besieged by Louis XIV.

which involve the last extremity of insult and 
humiation. 

Hebel Treachery Bevenged at Har- 

pers Ferry. 

Last weeck—Friday morning—Capt. Baylor 
and three of his men (rebels) concealed them- 
eelves behind a stone wall, just above Harper's 
Ferry bridge, whilea black, or a white man 
painted to represent a negro, by displaying a 
flag of truce, induced a loyal Virginian to go 
over. When nearly across, Baylor and two 
others fred at and killed the ferryman. Our 
batteries on the heights then shelled the bulld - 
ings, and subsequently a party of Federal 
troops crossed and set fire to twelve houses, 
including the Wager House and an3ther hotel, 
the railroad buildings, etc. The whole lower 
pert of the town is now inashes. A necessi- 
ty exisied for burning these buildings, as they 
have afforded a hiding place for rebel rifle- 
men who have been annoying our troops for 
weeks. The number of the rebels was not as- 
certained, but many were seen to mount their 
Lorses and leave for the outskirts of the town 
by the Charlestown road. The same after- 
noon a rebel flag of truce in the hands of three 
of Baylor's men came to the ferry, but they 
were warned off by Col. Geary. A large 
rebel mounted picket was stationed all the af- 
ternoon near Bolivar.
